Injuries Hinder 
Football *75' 

The 1973-76 Jesuit Blue Flyers had a season that did not tome up to 
expectations But what team ever does as well as it would like to? This year 
was Tony Catanese’s first as head coach He had a challenge in store for him 
in that an unusually large number of starters were out for just about every 
game The Flyers had to contend with everything from freak accidents to an 
extra-ordinary number of on-the-field injuries But undaunted. Snoopy’s 
Squad grabbed a slot in the play-offs and played a very respectable season in 
every way 

In the Caddo Jamboree that previewed our players, the Flyers took on Fair 
Park and won 3-0. In the first season game. Airline defeated Jesuit 14-0. 

Clement Fox and Frank Cicero both made a great showing in the game 
against Bossier. Unfortunately, the Bearkats won the contest with a 32-7 win 
Southwood had to really hustle to whip the Flyers Senior Brian Roeten 
showed the stuff of which he is made with a 31-yard TD pass in this game 
The game ended in the Cowboys’ favor, with a score of 13-7. 

In the long-awaited contest berwern the Flyers and the Springhill 
Lumherjacks, the Jacks pulled off a 23-0 win But of this game Coach 
Catanese said, "I thought we did a good job on defense They only earned 
their last touchdown ** 

The first Flyer victory of the season came when Jesuit hosted Green Oaks 
and turned the tables with a decisive win of 17-6. Jesuit followed up her first 
victory with a second against the Ruston Bearkats Being beaten 17-0, the 
Kats probably wished they had never seen Fair Grounds Stadium Mike Fess. 
playing tailback, rushed for 88 yards on thirty carries against the Ruston 
defense Clement Fox caught two touchdowns Frank Cicero made his 
presence known with a 28 yard field goal 

Homecoming week was sweetened when the Flyers ripped Northwood 
apart with a 42-0. Mike Fess led the way again; he rushed 13 7 yards on just 16 
carries Clement Fox and Philip Cancillen both received touchdown passes 
thanks to Tom Bullock and John Marshall Frank Cicero’s kicking was 
flawless on this important night Randy Mondello made his big brother 
Sammy a little more than jubilant with a 33-yard punt return in the fourth 
quarter 

Byrd put an end to the Flyers' streak, but only with a close 9-6 win The 
Flyers came back and took the lead over Haughton with a score of 7 - 0 . The 
intrepid Mike Fess made the winning touchdown with 3:04 remaining in the 
fourth quarter 

In the last game of the regular season. Jesuit was defeated 12-0 by North 
Caddo Nevertheless, the Blue went on to Wossman for their play-off game 
The score was 19- 7 in Wossman's favor 

For the record, Clement Fox broke the all-time receiving career record for 
passes caught at Jesuit with 63 passes caught for 873 yards Frank Gcero 
kicked seven consecutive field goals, setting another career record here at 
Jesuit Jesuit finished 4-6 for the regular season This was a disappointment to 
Coach Catanese and all of us But scores and statistics are not always accurate 
reflections of a team’s ability The Flyers know how to work, they know what 
it means to be real athletes After all, that’s what really counts

This season was a disappointment for the Jesuit cagcrs They worked many 
long hours, always exhibiting the dedication that Jesuit is known for. In 
reality, the scores didn’t present an accurate picture of real Flyer talent The 
Flyers did play well against some tough teams But often they were simply 
out-manned Losing the first five games, the Jesuit cagers were 
understandably shaken in morale. Once it settled in, this "losing syndrome” 
was hard to shake off.
